condemned aa unfit for humen habitation 
394 houses in thé worst part of Tai-ping- 
shan, have removed the inhabitants with 
their furuiture and effecte to other portions 
of the city end have walledin the entire 
district 80 98 to prevent the acoupation of 
the hotises pending tho desision of the Gav. 
eroment as to their disposal, Fully fifty 
per cent. of the oases of plague that had 
cecurred in Hongkong up to the date of the 
.cleaoing of this district had ecourred withio 
ite limite. A large number of houses (76) 
had had more than 3 cases of plaguo; 146 
houses had one or two. Many of the hoses | 
ara emall, old, dark, badly drained and 
ventilated, and filthily dirty, and have been 
certibed by a duly-qualified medical practi- 
tionar ta be in their present state unfit for 
human habitation.

Hence, it is held to be the 
bonnden duty of all medical men ia general 
and the health officer in partioular to aco 
thie duty carried put with the most strin- 
gent aconraoy. A false, even an inodequate 
retura. is looked upon aa something nearly 
oriminal, Were the Local Government Board 
called upon to enquire into the sanitary 
condition of this Colony, they would oak, 
not for a bottle of sewer gas, nor a plan of 
the drains, nor yet a model of a oock-loit, 
nor a specimen of filth, bat what they 
demand would ba at accurate return of the 
disease and mortality statistics. Now, thisis 
exeotly what we could not supply. The 
fagt that Babonic Flegue burst upon us 
without warning ia the beat proof of 
this statement, All defence of our sani- 
tation, as ogainst the charge of over- 
crowding, surface crowding, and defective 
drainage, based upon the death and 
disease recorda, sa wo have them, is 
fallneious. Our mortality statistios show 
that the death-rate was below, that af 
Manohester, Prestoo, and Dublin, wad com- 
pared favourably with thet of the thirty 
largest towns in tho United Kingdom.

defective and in a condition injurious to 
health’ (se0. 53 ibid.) it appaata to have no 
powor to inapect for the purpose of ascer: 
taining the avfficiency of drains under see. 
62 and no general pawer of inspection where 
there is no suspicion of inaanitetion, 

‘With regard to the particular house drains 
reforred to in your letter of the 27th ultimo, 
T beg to enclose a report from the Acting 
Director of Public Works showing that, in 
hia opinion, the house drains in the pramises 
mentioned are defective, and in = condition 
injurious to health, and havieg regard to 
that report, the Governor is advised that 
the Board can, without any more definite 
complaint, order an inspection of theso 
drains; and if, on inspootion, they are 
found in the condition the Acting Dircetor of 
Public Works has described, tho Board 
should call upon the owners to put then 
into a aanilary condition, Ti, on inspee~ 
tion, they are found to be in a sanitary 
condition, the Government will, accordtog 


THE BLOCKING OF DRAIN OUTFALLS. 


Mr Leigh asked what was being done to" 
prevent all the drain onéfalls on the Praya 
being blocked bi the Reclamation, os at 
Bonham Strand Went. - . 

The Presidont—This ia a question which 
does not come properly. within tha scope of 
the Board, but tha Government is anxious 
to afford all poraible information, and the 
Dirostor of Public Works will answer the 
question, : . 

‘Mr'Tooker said that he would sot aside 
the question of the alleged blocking of the 
Bonham Strand drain; tho Pedder Street 
drain would ba carried out to deep water as 
soon as the reclamation was far enough ad~ 
vanoed ; the D’Aguilar Street drain would 
be divertod into the Pedder Stroot one ; 
the Pottinger Street drain would also 
he carried ont along the’ reclamation 
to deep water; Ice’House Lane had already 
baen dealt with as far as storm water was 
concorned, snd when the houas drains there 
had been disconnected from the old drain 
and conneated with the new ayatem, the old 
one could be closed as of no farther use. 

Mr Leigh and Dr Hartigan were both dia- 
satisfied with the anewer ; but for the pre- 
sent, discussion was out of order. 


THE IGNORANCE OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


The following remarks by membera of 
the Board wore attached to H.E. the Gov- 
ernor'’s minute saking why the Board never 
reported, before ‘he presont crisis, that 
there wero insanitary houses in the Oolony 
and why the Board never exorcised the 
powora it clearly posseated for sevaral 
yeara:— 

Surgeon-Major James—These dwellings 
ara in such @ state as must have boon the 
reault of years of neglected sanitation, sud 
the extent of the plague here I consider is 
solely due to the existence of such a nidus 
for ita reception. Any one even looking 
into a poor coolie’s habitation cannot fail to 
be startled, Medical men from Manila, 
Japan, &o., havo beon shocked and scanda- 
liaed at the state of affairs, Such dwellings 
aro‘not known elsewhere, 

Dr Hartigan—'Ivs nevor too tate to 
mend.’ Wa should enforce the provisions 
of the Health Act now. 

Mr J.J. Francis, Q.C.—Because the 
Board had no means of finding out the 
existence of such buildings. No power to 
enter and tisit axcept for specific pur- 
poses, Becauro, there being no laws on 
tha subject, the pot or given them to make 
bye-laws waa futile. Because evaty house 
a6 built and occupied has been passed and 
authorised by the Surveyor General’s De- 
partment, Because, where they had 
power, the machinery was too cumbrous to 
work, 

Mr RK. Deigh—The Governor, per- 
sonally, may not have becn aware of the 

sta uf things, bwt surely the Govern. 

vent must or should have been acquainted 
with the facta of and laws on the subject 
for many years past. 

The Captain Superintendent of Police— 
In my opinico the roports of 1874 by the 
Colonial Surgeon and of 1882 by Mr Osbert 
Obadwick made it impossible for the Gor- 
ernment to plead ignurance of the stato of 
Taipingshan and other districts in the city. 
These reports are on reoord, and it is the 
duty of the Government to keop itself 
posted in such matters. 

The Acting Director of Public Works— 
Before replying, it should be ascertained 
(1) ad the Board sufficiont powers, (2) If 
not, did it ever endeavour to ebtain them. 

Mr. Tooker ssid the P.W.D. sould onl: 
deal with nowly-built houses, and oot wit! 
all inganitary onos. He protested against 
DOF, Francis’ attitude to the P.W.D. 

Mr. Francis said that, besides the reasous 
stated in his minute, there were other 
raseons why the Board could not previously 


fire. 

(3) That the entire area ba dug over, old 
drains opened up end removed, and 
all sewage-seturated svil got rid of, the 
groand laid out afresh for building purposes 
with wider end better streets and a complete 
ayatem of drainage more suitable than the 
ald for the requirements of a Chinese populae 
tion ; and . 

(4) That the whole, when so laid out and, 
redrained, be put up for sale by pablio 
auction in lots or otherwise. 

‘Tho Committes do not think that the 
Goveroment will be in any way out of 
pocket by the operation, which will take 
probably two years, Tha Committes ang. 
geat that tha resumption of the land be by 
Ordinance, at une stro<e ; that by. the same 
Ordinance a Commission of three be ap- 
pointed to carefally inspect and report oo 
the condition of the houses and to value 
each seperately, upon the busia of the average 
asecssed yulue for rating purposes of each 
pouse for the tusl three years, and that, im- 
mediately on the completion of the survey 
and valuation, the buildings be destroyed, 
gach being unroofed, the woud-work of the 
roof and foora throwa down into the house, 
end fired separately wo as, as far os possible, 
fo thoroughly purify and disinfect the 
brick work, before removal, aud bure 
up as much of the soil ay possible. 
This done, tha work of clearing, cleansing 
and laying out afresh may be prooceded 
with ut leisure, but the Commiitee very.
